_ ask the consideration of our patrons 
for any inconvenience to which they 
may be put on account of the incom- 
plete state of the new office. 


A Typographical Trouble. 


From extracts from the San Diego 
papers reproduced in these columns, it 
has been learned by our readers that 
there has recently occurred in that city 
a strike among the printers employed 
on the several daily papers published 

there. 

The causes of the strike, as gathered 
from a reliable source, and stated from 
the publishers’ standpoint, are brief 
summarized as follows: 8 

Some six weeks ago a Typographical 
Union was formed in San Diego, 
followed by a demand on the part of 
the members for recognition by the 
publishers, who acted together. Action 
on their demand was postponed to 
await the return of Mr. Warren Wil- 
son, publisher of the Sun, who was 
absent. When the demand was made, 
it was expressly and repeatedly stated 

that no change was desired, or would 
be asked, in the scale of prices. Before 

Mr. Wilson’s return, however, 


the printers got uneasy lest 
their demand for recognition 
‘would be resisted,” and they 


thereupon added a demand for an in- 


and the Sun in maintaining employers’ 


crease of the scale from 40 cen 

cents per 1000 ems on morning papers, 
and from 85 cents to 40 cents on evening 
papers. 

Upon Mr. Wilson’s return a confer- 
ence was held, whereat the publishers 
explained that their, business would 
not justify the increase of wages de- 
manded. As for ‘recognition’? of 
the union, the publishers of the San Diego 
Union willingly conceded that, intend- 
ing, as they declared, to get in readi- 
ness, at the first evidence of dictation 
on the part of their men, to fill their 
places with National Printers’ Pro- 
tective Fraternity men from the East, 
with whom the publishers had kept 
themselves in correspondence. 

At the conference, as we have 
learned, the printers stated that they 
would not press the matter of wages if 
“unionism” was conceded. As the San 
Diego Union Company, through its 
president, Mr. J. R. Berry, had made 
the desired concession, he supposed the 
difficulty, so far as he was concerned, 
was settled, and he accordingly left the 
conferenoe to attend a wedding recep- 
tion in the country. 


foreman of the Union newspaper office 
Livermore by name —who bears the 
reputation of a disturber, and who 
once instigated trouble in Los An- 
geles, repeatedly said, as we are in- 
formed, that he had never worked 
where he was better treated than, or as 
well satisfied as, he had been in the 
office of the Union newspaper. | 
Mr. Wilson, of the Sun, refused to 
concede recognition of the Typo- 
graphical Union because it would in- 
volve the discharge of faithful em- 
ployés who did not wish to join the 
union. 

While Mr. Berry was absent the 
printers struck. Ten compositors went 
out of his office, leaving their cases va- 
cant and empty. Half of the number 
were forced out—coerced by the pro- 
scriptive tyranny of their fellows. 

The Union Company determined to 
fight. They resisted the unjust and 
unreasonable demands of the strikers. 


well as the other San Diego papers, con- 
tinue to be issued despite the strike and 
the strikers, who are walking the street 
with the pale cast of thought o’erspread- 
ing their countenances, and discussing 
ways and means for “‘squaring”’ the re- 
calcitrant offices. Meanwhile a phalanx 
of recruits has arrived from Leaven- 
worth in the persons of members of 
the National Printers’ Protective Fra- 
ternity, and the “squaring’’ process is 
indefinitely postponed. The néw ar- 
rivals will organize the town, and the 


Union, which was to carry things 


out for a long time to come, if not 
longer. The San Diegan and the 
News (the newest journalistic venture 
down there) appear to be standing 
shoulder to shoulder with the Union 


rights. The combination is too strong 
a one for the strikers to buck against.“ 
The contest was aneedlessone. The 
printers had no sufficient cause for an- 
tagonizing .their employers. They 

threw themselves out of employment; 
they were not thrown out by their em- 
ployers or by competition. They them- 
selves made it possible for their hated 
rivals, the ‘“‘Fraternity” men, to get a 
foothold on this coast—the first hostile 
typographical foot, we believe, that has 
been planted on the Pacific slope. 

The National Printers’ Protective 

Fraternity is an organization that we 
know little or nothing about by actual 

observation of its operations; but it 

has obtained a considerable foothold in 

the East by reason of the unreasonable 

and tyrannical course of the typograph- 

ical unions in many cases and places. 

Its cardinal maxim, which has been 
copied from its constitution and 
furnished us, is in these words: | 
To provide for its members and their de- 


pendents in time of want, sickness and death, 
lockouts and boy- 
co 


In short, the principle of ARBITRA- 
TION is recognized by these people. 
This is a rational, a conservative and a 
decent platform of principles, and if 
lived up to by trades unions generally, 
would do away with much of the need- 
less antagonism that prevails between 
employers and employed the country 
over. 

One of the resisting publishers used 
the following language relative to the 
strike and the advent of the new work- 
ers in San Diego: I believe that their 
organization here will be the entering 
wedge which will split wide open the 
infernal Typographical Union tyranny 
that now dominates this coast. 

It might be well for the intelligent, 


nant organization to ponder upon these 
facts, and upon the situation as it 
presents itself. It is the part of wisdom, 
gentlemen, to sometimes take time by 
the forelock and callahalt when the 
malcontents, disturbers and road- 
runners in the fraternity try to em- 
broil you in needless mischief and un- 
provoked difficulty with los padrones.

A continuance was asked to 
allow time to obtain the affidavit of C. Wad- 
ham and W. B. Land, persons to whom Jus- 
tice Westfall is alleged to have made the 
statement regarding Simmons. The 
refused to grant the continuance.

The California Medical Society, now 


in annual convention, has received from 
one of its committees a report on lep- 
E in California. The committee 
that there are seven cases in San 
Francisco, one in Sonoma, ohe in Mon- 
terey,one in Alameda. some in 
Southern California. The recommen- 
dation is made that these le * con- 
gregated und set apart from 
that strict be 
over them. It is added that it would 
be wise to 1 for their removal 
to the Sandwich Islands and placed in 
the leper colony there. If the Hawai- 
ian government can be prevailed upon 
to consent to this, it be the most 
economic plan 
Hawaii has several hundred of 
incurables colonized in a remote vines 
and cut off from association with other 
human beings. The addition of a 
dozen to the number can make no dif- 
ference to the colony and will . 
government some little revenue for a 
time, while the removal will take from 
among our le 
eased wretches, whose presence is a se- 
rious menace. "Leprosy is both hered- 
i and con The twelve or 
thirteen lepers now in California are 
sufficient in number to spread the dis- 
ease far and wide among our people, 
and bring upon us a terrible ill for 
which, when once it guins a foot- 
hold, there is absolutely no — We 
have given too little attention to this 
subject in California, though it con- 
cerns one of the most awful of threats 
to human og gO e So fearful is the 
committee the Medical Society of 
the spread of the disease that they 
eprous patien our pox 
pitals, as-is now done in San Fran- 
cisco, and they advise that on the 
death of a leper the not be cremated, 
4 me it be barted in chloride of lime, 
d that the last stitch of clothing or 
Clothes touched by the leper be de- 
stroved by fire. at. it is not mere 
nervous alarm thus disturbing the 
committee, is shown by the citation of 
authorities of the highest order and 
the opinions of the most eminent med- 
‘ical men in various parts of the world, 
with whom the committee have com- 
municated for the of thoroughly 
informing themselves upon the su 
ject. As the dozen lepers we now have 
scattered about the State are such a 
source of danger to the people, it would 
2 that some immediate steps 
ould be taken for their sequestration 
in a remote place, or their removal 
from the State. To wait until another 
Legislature meets,in the hope it will 
provide the means for the purpose, 
may be delaying at heavy cost. The 
counties where the lepers now are 
might well act in the matter, under the 
advice of the State Board of Health, 
and trust to the Legislature to reim- 
burse them for such necessary outlay 
of money as may be involved.
